FTC Complaints 
Hit Advertising 
Of Finance Plan 


WASHINGTON. — As forecast 
in a Washington dispatch pub- 
lished in the Oct. 24 issue of 
ADN, the Federal Trade Com- 
mission has instituted formal pro- 
ceedings to compel nearly all of 
the great motor vehicle manufac- 
turers of the United States and 
their finance companies to revise 
drastically their advertising of 6 
per cent automobile purchase fi- 
nancing plans. On Thursday the 
commission announced issuance of 
eight complaints, naming 21 re- 
spondents and charging false and 
misleading representations as to 
the amount of interest charged 
purchasers of automobiles under 
deferred payment plans. 

The automobile manufacturers 
accused are: Nash Motors Co.;

DETROIT. — When ADN 
decided to do something 
definite to get the junkers 
off the road, the first ques- 
tion that arose was “What is 
a junker?” Certainly, there must 
be some standards of perfection 
or imperfection which would de- 
termine whether a car is suitable 
and fit for operation before any 
legal effort can be made to elimi- 
nate the unfit cars from the high- 
ways. Pennsylvania has been 
making a valiant effort to estab- 
lish such a standard for the past 
10 years, so that seemed the 
logical place to start. 

With no intention to endorse or 
criticize the Pennsylvania pro- 


| gram, but merely to find out what 


it is all about, I was sent to Har- 
risburg this week to see what I 
could see. 

According to Carroll A. Mc- 
Shane, equipment engineer of the 
bureau of highway patrol and 
safety, Pennsylvania started car 
inspections in 1926 on a voluntary 
basis. In 1929, the voluntary in- 
spections had proved their value 
and the code was enacted into 
law and since that time semi- 
annual inspections have been 
compulsory.

Oct. Employment i 


DETROIT—Productive employ- 
ment in 48 plants, used as rep- 
resentative of the original equip- 
ment division of the automotive 
parts and equipment manufactur- 
ing industry, showed a gain in 
October of 13.6 per cent over 
September, and 5.2 per cent over 
October, 1935. Employment fig- 
ures for October show that 8.4 
per cent more employes during 
that period than the average for 
1929. 

Average employment for the 
first 10 months of 1936 was 3 per 
cent greater than the average for 
the first 10 months of 1929. 

The payroll for this division 
reached a new high for 1936, with 
a total of $7,800,000 being paid 
out during October. Each factory 
worker, male and female, aver- 
aged $27.61 per week as against 


1935 and $24.66 in September of 
this year. 

The average factory hourly rate 
was 67.4 cents per hour, 25.5 per 
cent more per hour per man than 
the low reached in February, 1934.

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Survey Discloses Set- up 


Is Step in Right Direction

the junkers from the road, Mc- 
Shane answered that, during the 
inspection held between March 
and June of this year. 14,489 cars 
were found to be in such bad con- 
dition that the owners voluntarily 
took them out of circulation 
rather than pay for repairs. This 
condition was found in Pennsyl- 
vania where inspections have been 
held twice yearly for the past 
seven years. What conditions 
might be found in states where 
no inspections are made is some- 
thing to ponder. 

And here is another angle. Un- 
der the Pennsylvania law, inspec- 
tion periods are three months in 
length followed by a three-month 
period during which arrests are| 
made in cases where owners have | 
failed to have inspections made. | 
In this way the greatest period | 
which could elapse between in-| 
spections would be nine months. 
Actual average is about six) 
months. Yet in the March-to-| 
June inspection period only 422,-| 
939 cars were passed without ad-| 
justment and 1,273,970 required 
adjustments. 


Many Unaware 


In a state where no compulsory 
inspection law exists, there must 
be an even higher per cent of 
cars operating below par than is 
the case in Pennsylvania where 
inspections and adjustments had 
been made only six months prior 
to the March-June inspection. In 
many cases in Pennsylvania the 
owners and operators of vehicles 
requiring adjustment were not | 
aware of the condition of their | 
cars until the inspections. 

Brakes are an important item 
in car operation. Yet the March- 
June inspection in Pennsylvania 
revealed that 34.1 per cent of the 
cars inspected required brake ad- 
justment or repair and replace- 
ment to bring them up to the 
Pennsylvania standard. This 
means that only one out of every 
four cars, approximately, had 
properly adjusted headlamps prior | 
to the inspection. Some 14.8 per 
cent of the vehicles suffered from 
faulty steering. And all this, we 
must remember again, is in Penn- 
sylvania where the car had un- 
dergone inspection and adjust- 
.» ment only six months previously. 

Just what effect these inspec- 
tion actually have on reducing ac- | 
cidents is difficult to set down in 
cold figures. After an accident | 
has occurred, unless we have the | 
testimony of the driver, which is | 
not always competent, the wreck | 
may fail to reveal defects which | 
possibly contributed to the acci-| 
dent. On the other hand, the 
Pennsylvania figures show that 
in 1935 there were 47 fatal acci-| 
dents traceable directly to faulty 
lighting equipment. In 1933 there 
were 51 fatalities from the same 
cause. The number of cars on the 
highway had increased sharply 
during the two-year period, which 
means that there has. been 
marked improvement in the re- 
duction of accidents caused by 
poor lighting. Lighting defects 
can be quite definitely proved in| 
accident cases. Defective brakes | 
and steering may often be 
charged in cases where the driver 
used faulty judgment or was in- 
attentive. 

Seeks Model Law 


ADN’s chief ambition in this 
campaign is to aid in devising a 
model law which could be adopted 
universally throughout the vari- 
ous states calling for compulsory 
inspection and adjustment of cars 
preferably at not more than six 
months intervals. Pennsylvania's 
modus operandi may not be the 
best that can be devised but at 
least it seems a start in the right | 
direction. 

In Pennsylvania, there are 8,000 
authorized inspection stations 
operated by car dealers, garages 
and repair shops. These stations

are subjected to strict supervision 
by the bureau of highway patrol 
and safety. There are 54 inspec- 
tors traveling the state year in 
and year out whose duty it is to 
check carefully of inspection sta- 
tions. Weekly reports are sent in 
by these inspectors and, when 
these reports indicate that a sta- 
tion is not complying with state 
regulations, the station is im- 
mediately suspended.

Fourth: The number of inspec- 
tion stations would be reduced 
which would make it less con- 
venient for owners to bring their 
ears in for inspection. 

Objections to portable inspec- 
tion stations, McShane said, are 
based on the fact that in order to 
complete its circuit the available 
time a portable unit could spend 
in each community would have to 
be curtailed which would also re- 
sult in inconvenience for the ve- 
hicle owner. In addition, two 
types of equipment would be re- 
quired, one for trucks and buses 
and one for lighter vehicles. 


Stations Inspected 


Under the present set-up in 
Pennsylvania, there have been 
difficulties with some charges of | 
connivance between inspection 
station operators and favored cus- | 
tomers. This situation, according | 
to McShane, is rapidly being ad- 
justed. Stations found guilty of 
such action are quickly weeded 
out and the majority of station | 
operators have come to look quite 
seriously upon the responsibilities 
reposed with them. 

That the public as a whole has 
taken kindly to the Pennsylvania 
effort is indicated by a survey 
conducted by the Philadelphia 
Automobile Club among its AAA 
members, which found 92.7 per 
cent in favor of the law. During 
the most recent inspection, the 
figures showed that 1,695,909 ve- 
hicles out of a registéred total of 
1,754,207 had been inspected dur- 
ing the (March-June period. This 
is 96.7 per cent of the total and, 
according to McShane, the dis- 
crepency is due to faulty report- 
ing rather than to lack of in- 
spections.

Junk the Junkers 


oo STATES in the union already have adopted 
compulsory inspection laws under which the owners of 
motor vehicles are required to submit their vehicles to 
rigid examination at specified intervals. In all these 
states, some of which have experience dating back seven 
years, the authorities agree that such inspection have a 
tendency to make the public safety conscious. 

Automotive Daily News believes that these inspections 
serve other purposes. In Pennsylvania, for instance, in the 
March-June inspection, 1,273,970 cars were found in need 
of adjustment against only 422,939 that were approved 
without adjustment out of a total of 1,695,909 cars in- 
spected. To be sure, many of the adjustments made were 
minor, but it is also true that a minor defect often may 
cause a major accident. Inspections thus reveal to the 
owner defects in his car of which he may be unaware. 

Just as important from our standpoint, however, is the 
fact that in Pennsylvania the latest inspection eliminated 
14,489 unfit vehicles from the highway. We cannot elim- 
inate such cars until we have set a yardstick by which we 
can determine when a vehicle becomes a junker. The 
various states can adopt standards of performance with 
which all cars must comply. It is only through compulsory 
inspections that these standards can be enforced. Thus 
when a vehicle has reached a stage of decay where the 
cost to repair it would exceed its value, it automatically 
would be eliminated. 

In a year which seems headed for a new all-time high 
record in highway fatalities, we believe this objective is 
worthy of our support and yours.

Finance Rate Row 

A> predicted earlier in ADN, the Federal Trade Com- 

mission has cited almost the entire automobile in- 
dustry and several finance companies for allegedly mis- 
representing the so-called 6 per cent plant of financing. 
When this method of determining finance rates was 
adopted some months ago, ADN was quick to see the 
merit of the new plan and just as quick to praise. We still 
feel the same way. 

While the Federal Trade Commission may have been 
correct in some of the points regarding advertising of 
this plan, we understand that in almost all cases adver- 
tising has been revised to comply with its recommenda- 
tions. Its present demands, as we see them, call for the 
cited companies signing stipulations to the effect that 
they will cease and desist from practices which already 
have been abandoned. In doing this, companies would put 
themselves in the position of admitting that they willingly 
had deceived purchasers in their earlier advertising. We 
do not believe this is so. 

None today claims that the finance rate on time pay- 
ments has been reduced to 6 per cent per annum. Actually, 
the “6 per cent Plan” was used to designate a simple 
method of calculating interest charges. By it the pur- 
chaser deducted his down payment, added his insurance, 
and 6 per cent of his then balance represented what he 
paid in finance charges. Actually this gave the purchaser 
a simple method of counting his costs and did save him 
considerable money in lower interest rates than obtained 
previously. We believe any misrepresentation was inad- 
vertant and correction has been made.

JUNKERS mont as yet, but it al- 

ready appears that 
ADN has hit on a campaign for 
“enforced” or “regulated” motor 
vehicle inspection which will have 
the support of everyone who is a 
part of this industry. That it has 
succeeded in Pennsylvania in re- 
moving from the highways thou- 
sands of derelict “junkers,” you 
will read in the report of a spe- 
cial investigation which Managing 
Editor Callahan has been making 
in Harrisburg. If there are flaws 
in the Pennsylvania law, which 
has now had an experience of 
seven years for us to profit by, 
we want to uncover the facts. If, 
on the other hand, the law is 
practical and accomplishes the 
objective, then this industry ought 
to support its passage in every 
state legislature, just as rapidly 
as those bodies convene. 

* * * 

SOMEONE SUGGESTED to me 
this week that any activity along 
this line in which the industry 
participated might be construed as 
selfishness and thus be weakened 
in public support. We find it hard 
to follow such reasoning. It 
seems perfectly obvious to us that 
the subject of safety from any 
angle is one in which the men 
who make their livelihood from 
the production and sales of mo- 
tor vehicles are the ones primarily 
concerned. If it be selfish to pro- 
mote any means which will drive 
unsafe cars from the streets and 
highways, then let us be selfish. 
Every vehicle on the road with 
faulty brakes, shimmying wheels 
and imperfect lights is a hazard 
to every other one of the 23,000,000 
motorists in this country. Every 
fatal accident which makes the 
first page is a deterrent to the 
automobile sales. We are less 
conscious of this fact than they 
are in the aviation business, for 
example, but it lurks there just 
the same. The present public 
acceptance to the _ streamlined, 
high-speed trains is being pro- 
moted on the primary basis of 
SAFETY. If the railway adver- 
tisements do not read “PLAY 
SAFE, RIDE THE RAILS!” it is 
still the basis of their appeal.

THEODORE ROOSEVELT once 
said: “Every man owes something 
to the business in which he is en- 
gaged and his participation in the 
organizations which promote the 
general welfare of his industry 
is a moral as well as an actual 
obligation!” or words to that 
effect. Most men who follow this 
principle in their daily lives are 
eventually discouraged and be- 
come bitter at the lack of inter- 
est which others, who are as di- 
rectly effected as themselves, show 
in their efforts. Some are content 
to “Let George do it,” and then 
just as quick to point out how 
little credit “George” was ever 
given for doing it. I do not know 
that the men in this business of 
ours are more guilty of lack of 
interest in pressing problems than 
they are in other lines, but it al- 
ways seems so. The very lack of 
protection from the high taxes 
which has been forced on the 
automobile from every quarter 
seems to indicate that by-and- 
large, the various divisions of this 
business are pretty poorly organ- 
ized. That can always be charged 
directly to the ego of the same in- 
dividuals who are content to leave 
everything in the hands of 
“George.” Then when they face 
the conditions which touch their 
own pocketbooks they are the 
first to cry, “Why didn’t THEY 
do something about it?” This 
matter of a regulated system of 
car inspectign is one which will 
need concerted effort in every 
state where it is proposed. If

‘Car Exports’ Value Rises 


On Wave of New Models 


WASHINGTON.—E x ports of | 
passenger automobiles rose in 
value to $6,055,000 this October 
as compared with $3,804,000 in the 
corresponding period of 1935, it is 
reported by the division of foreign 
trade statistics of the U. S. de- 
partment of commerce. 

However, it is pointed out, the 
Cctober increase “was associated 
with the change-over to the new 
models and was not primarily a 
reflection of an increased foreign 
demand, which so far during the 
current year has been,only slight- 
ly larger than in the correspond- 
ing period of 1935.” 

In the 10 months ending with 
October, 1935, passenger car ex- 
ports amounted to 132,540 units,

Reo and Packard do not list any 
financing companies as respond- 
ents, but it is set forth that those 
companies employ the services of 
the Commercial Investment Trust 
Corp., named as a respondent. Ac- 
tion in all cases is brought under 
Section 5 of the Federal Trade 
Commission Act, forbidding unfair 
competition in commerce. 


“In advertising their methods 
of financing the purchase of mo- 
tor vehicles,” it was stated at the 
commission’s offices, “the respond- 
ent corporations allegedly feature 
in their advertisements that they 
will sell their cars on an annual 
6 per cent car instalment plan, 
According to the complaints, the 
financing plans employed actually 
involve a 6 per cent rate charged 
on the full amount of the account 
from the date it begins until it 
is closed, regardless of the fact 
that the account is amortized in 
equal monthly payments. For 
that reason the financing plans 
used involve interest payments 
actually about 100 per cent greater 
than the 6 per cent interest rate, 
or approximately 12 per cent.” 

Representations contained in 
advertising of the respondent 
corporations, as described in the 
complaints and appearing in 
newspapers, trade journals, cir- 
culars and on posters, are alleged 
by the commission “to mislead 
and deceive a substantial part of 
the purchasing public into the 
erroneous belief that the respon- 
dent corporations’ financing plans 
contemplate a simple interest rate 
of 6 per cent yearly upon the de- 
ferred and unpaid balances of the 
purchase price of motor vehicles, 
and cause the purchasing public 
to buy motor vehicles in such be- 
lief.” 

The acts and practices of the 
respondents, as set out in the 
complaints, are “all to the pre- 
judice of the public and respond- 
ent’s competitors” and “consti- 
tute unfair methods of competi- 
tion in commerce within the in- 
tent and meaning of Section 5.” 

The respondents have 20 days 
from service of the complaints 
in which to file answers. Failure 
to reply would automatically re- 
sult in issuance of cease and de- 
sist orders. It is supposed, how- 
ever, that the companies will de- 
mand hearings and contest. 

NEW YORK.—In a joint state- 
ment, Duane R. Dills, general 
counsel for’ the Commercial 
Credit Co., and P. W. Haberman, 
general counsel for the Commer- 
cial Investment Trust and Uni- 
versal Credit Co., yesterday de- 
clared the FTC’s action, concern- 
ing methods of advertising the 
6 per cent car instalment plan, 
was a “technical matter of 
phraseology” and that “the ele- 
ment of intent to mislead ‘the 
public was absent.” 

They also pointed out that the 
6 per cent formula had already 
been discontinued by their com- 
panies.

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Stock Optimism Based on Rise in Purchasing Power 


November Sees 


New Record In 
Extra Dividends 


By C. J. ALEXANDER 


NEW YORK.—Wall Street is 
basing its optimism on the auto- 
mobile industry chiefly on the fact 
that purchasing power is con- 
tinuing to increase. Much em- 
phasis in recent years has been 
placed on the replacement de- 
mand for motor vehicles but Wall 
Street observers have pointed out 
consistently that this demand, no 
matter how large, could not be 
translated into actual purchases 
until those who had junked their 
cars or were driving obsolete ve- 
hicles had permanent jobs or 
higher wages. 


Increased employment and 
higher wages are looked to as the 
chief support of estimates being 
made in financial circles that mo- 
tor vehicle production next year 
will reach 5,000,000 units, an in- 
crease of 400,000 over the output 
for this year. 


5,000,000 Output Normal 


_ The significance of the produc- 
tion of 5,000,000 cars and trucks, 
in the eyes of Wall Street, is that 
this figure would spread prosper- 
ity more evenly over the various 
companies of the industry, par- 
ticularly the independents. There 
iS @ growing conviction that an 
annual production rate of 5,000,000 
will be normal in the coming 
years and that such an output 
will enable the manufacturers now 
on the profit border line to enter 
again the ranks of good earners. 


Estimates of the replacement 
demand range .up to 8,000,000 
units. An important factor is that 
the 5,600,000 motor vehicles pro- 
duced in 1929 should now be about 
at the end of their usefulness. 
The reduction in unemployment 
is gaining momentum, and the 
current wave of wage increases 
and extra and regular dividends 
are expected to exert a highly 
beneficial effect on automobile 
sales from this point onward. 


November was the record month 
in the history of the automotive 
industry for dividend declarations. 
Payments were ordered last month 
calling for the distribution of 
about $104,700,000, as against $6,- 
150,000 in the preceding month 
and $50,600,000 in the like month 
of last year. A large part of the 
November total was accounted for 
by extra and special dividends 
over and above regular payments. 
Declarations for the full year 1935 
amounted to $162,212,000. 


Car and truck companies de- 
clared $91,500,000, comparing with 
$3,725,000 in October and $45,500, - 
000 a year ago, and for the first 
11 months declarations amounted 
to $268,140,000, as against $120,- 
452,000 in the like period of 1935. 
Parts and accessory companies de- 
clared $13,200,000 in dividends in 
November, comparing with §$2,- 
425,000 in October and $5,100,000 
in November, 1935. 


Wave Not Over 


That the wave was not over was 
reflected in the fact that on the 
first day of December, Briggs Mfg. 
declared an extra of $1, calling 
for payment of about $2,000,000. 
Yellow Truck & Coach also on 
that day announced a dividend of 
$35 a share on account of accum- 
ulations on its 7 per cent cumu- 
lative preferred. This was the | 
first dividend declared on this 
stock since the payment of $1.75 
on Jan. 1, 1928. 

Other dividends not previously 
reported include 75 cents on the 
capital stock of Bohn Aluminum 
& Brass and an extra of 25 cents 
and the regular of 75 cents on 
the common of McQuay-Norris 
Fedders Mfg. declared the regu- 
lar of 87% cents a share. 

As the result of its refunding, 
B. F. Goodrich has called for re- 
demption.on Feb. 1, 1937, the $16,- 
421,500 of 6% per cent mortgage 
bonds remaining outstanding of 


the $25,000,000 issue of 1922, due 
July 1, 1947. 

This was another week of irreg- 
ular movement in the stock 
market, and automotive shares 
were alternately bought and sold. 
It is one theory that considerable 
switching among various stocks is 
under way and that this accounts 
for the irregularity in price move- 
ment.

Cut $60,000,000 


NEW YORK.—Due to the 30 
per cent decline in car-body steel 
prices since 1926, automobile 
manufacturers today pay $60,000,- 
000 less in one year for this mater- 
ial than they would have spent 
for like tonnage 10 years ago, ac- 
cording to the American Iron 
and Steel Institute.

Now at 80%, 
Steel Schedules 
Likely to Go Up 


YOUNGSTOWN, O.—With the 
steel industr? of the Youngstown 
area running to near 80 per cent 
output this week, possibility of 
a still higher operation rate 
looms for December. The result 
of good December mill operations, 
coupled with higher pay, will be 
expressed in the highest payrolls 
ever distributed here in a holiday 
season. 

While the automotive industry 
was chiefly responsible for the 
upturn of a year ago by bringing 
out its new models in November 
instead of January, this year, in 
addition to the continuation of 
the automotive industry’s new 
policy, a sharp price advance has 
been announced. The price in- 
creases are the largest the indus- 
try has attempted to put into 
effect since 1925 or 1926. 

With 66 of the 83 open hearth 
furnaces scheduled for operation 
this week, steel output in this 
district cannot rise much more. 
It may reach 85 per cent under 
favorable conditions, as there are 
not more than four or five open 
hearth furnaces still available for 
operation. Others are not in 
shape to operate. 

Bessemer production is likely to 
remain unchanged. Most of the 
steel fabricating plants in the dis- 
trict, including several pressed 
steel concerns, are busy on auto- 
mobile parts, and their December 
outlook is good. 

NEW YORK.—tThe operating 
rate of steel companies, having 
98 per cent of the steel capacity 
of the industry, was 75.9 per cent 
of capacity for the week begin- 
ning Nov. 30, compared with 74.3 
per cent one week ago, 74.7 per 
cent one month ago and 56.4 per 
cent one year ago. 

This represents an increase of 
1.6 points or 2.2 per cent from 
the preceding week.
